VINDICATED THE MULE. 


A Legal Case Where the Honor of the 
Animal Was Involved. 


One of the most famous eases re­ 
ported in tho Missouri Law Reports is 
that of Lyman versus Dale, known as 
the "celebrated mule case." 


It seems 
that Dale's 
hired 
hand, 
Parker, after a day's work supplying 
water to a clover buller, was passing 
through tho city of Springfield, riding 
one mule and leading another. 
He 
met Lyman just opposite a pile of 
bricks in the street, capped by a red 
lantern. 
The. mule being led became 
frightened at the bricks and lantern 
and, Jumping aside, broke a wheel out 
of Lyman's buggy. 


This laid the foundation of the case. 
Lyman sued Pale for a damage of | 5 , 
charging.bim with ''negligence in ban-' 
dllng a wild and unruly mule;" 


The case was first tried in a justice 
of the peace court at Springfield, Mo., 
and was appealed to the circuit court 
From there it was taken to the court 
of appeals, wblcb 
court, failing 
to 
agree, sent it to the supreme court of 
the state. 


This court held that Lyman could 
not recover damages unless he proved 
that the mule was "wild and unruly." 


Judge Henry Lamm said that, while 
the amount Involved In the case was 
•mall, the value of the caBe was great 
for tbe sake of the doctrine and also 
because It Involved the "honor of tbe 
Missouri mule."—Exchange.

On the White' river and tributaries, 
the Payallup river and Stuck valley, in 
the counties of which Seattle and Ta- 
coma are the largest cities, a great 
system of flood control is being carried 
on. by an association of the two coun­ 
ties, bearing the burden by direct tax 
levy. The sum of $1,500,000 is now be­ 
ing expended during six years, and an 
additional sum of $50,000 per year for 
the next 99 years will gradually im­ 
prove and add to what has already been 
done, and will provide for maintenance 


J. H. Walter, principal assistant en­ 
gineer for this inter-county river im­ 
provement, has been in Los Angeles for 
two weeks, conferring with ''Engineer 
James W. Reagan of the Los Angeles 
county flood control district. His trip 
here iB for the purpose of studying 
•what is being dorie here and elsewhere. 
He intends to go from here to the Sac­ 
ramento valley, and into the eastern 
states. The significance to Los Angeles 
county of this visit of Mr. Walter, is 
the statement wnich he has repeatedly 
made that, while the two northern coun­ 
ties are reasonably satisfied with the 
plan as they have outlined it, there is ••. 
regret that it was not financed as Los 
Angeles county intends to finance the 
home project, that is, by a bond issue 
of $4,450,000, which will allow for all 
the work being done at one time, and 
for cash. 


The plan of the northern project is 
practicable, and far better than any 
plan of assessment districts, such as is 
proposed by the opponents in Los An­ 
geles county of the bond issue. But 
Mr. Walter says that all his fellow en­ 
gineers admit that if they had the en­ 
tire sum neeessary to complete the pro­ 
ject, they could do the work cheaper, 
•with, more Iconformity and unity, and 
could turn over the completed project 
to the people within a few years, where­ 
as, the mothod now, being omployed 
means that the project will be under 
construction for a lifetime of present 
engineers^ and another generation of 


quaMedly approves of £he Los Angelos 
county plan of the bond issue, and so 
far as he is able to determine, approves 
of the propositions on the various chan­ 
nels and rivers as laid down in Engineer 
Reagan's report. 


This is the first authoritative state­ 
ment of approval of the Los Angeleo 
county project since the federal engi­ 
neers of the Rivers and Harbors board 
gave their approval to Mr. Reagan's 
plans. The upholding of the complete 


bond issue plan is in accord with tho 
statements of Attorney H. W. O'Mel- 
veney of Los Angeles, one of the best 
authorities on bonds and bond-buying 
in the state, who gave his opinion to 
the Los Angeles chamber of commerce, 
to the effect that the only proper meth­ 
od of financing flood control in Los 
Angeles county is through the method, 
or a similar one, as laid down in the 
present proposed bond issue, when tho 
bonds will run for forty years at five 
per cent. The most apparent difference 
between the fairly-good plan of Seattle 
and Tacoma, and the plan of Los An­ 
geles county, is that Los Angeles county 
WILL BUILD ALL OF ITS GREAT 
FLOOD CONTROL UNIT AT ONE 
TIME AND AFFORD PROTECTION 
NOW WHEN IT IS SORELY NEED­ 
ED, while* the northern counties can 
only build a part, and leave the re­ 
mainder for gradual improvement at 
the rate of expenditure of $50,000 per 
year. In each case the larger portion 
of tho expense is'placed upon posterity, 
where it belongs, because posterity will 
reap tho most benefit, but in one cast 
(Los Angeles county) tho work is done, 
and damage brought down immediately 
to a minimum, while in tho other case 
(northern counties) much of the damage 
continues to ensue year after year, with 
the ultimate checking of all damage 
placed at a most remote period. 


Mr. Walter states that it would have 
been absolutely impossible for the half 
ruined farmers along the banks of these 
streams in tho northern counties to 
have stood the expense of confining 
these streams. The special assessment 
plan, providing for small ussessmont 
districts, with only those physically 
affected paying the cost, would have 
amounted to 'confiscation of property, 
as would be the ,case in Los Angeles 
county, or in any other locality. 
He 
condemns the special assessment plan 
vigorously. 
The 
special 
assessment 
plan is the one which, the men most op 
posed to the Los Angeles county bond 
issue would substitute,. and which they 
say will be put into effect if the tpro; 
posed bond issue does not canry. 


The people of Los Angeles county 
can get a very sharp, clearly-drawn les 
son from the visit of this northern en 
gineer. It is, in a nutshell, that he be 
lieves Seattle and Tacoma have a fairly 
good and workable plan for flood con 
trol under the direct taxation plan, but 
that tho cash proposition of Los An 
geles county under a bond issue is bet 
tor.

I may be thought to attach unneces­ 
sary importance to tho subject of the 
earth salts, but'there is no doubt what­ 
ever that their proper supply is abso­ 
lutely vital to healthy life. And they 
are not always in proper supply. There 
is frequently a grave shortage of them, 
not only for profitable orchard work, 
as may be observed even by persons of 
little experience, but also for tho nor­ 
mal requirements of bird and animal 
life. 


To refer now in particular to poultry: 
For a great number of years the Bel­ 
gians were the largest and most success­ 
ful producers of table fowl in Europe. 
They raised enormous numbers, year af­ 
ter year, ,of poultry of the finest qual­ 
ity, and the bulk of tho stock was 
grown on very small aceas of land. 
In other words, there a great deal of 
crowding, and the same pif/ce of soil 
was used over and over and over again. 
However, by the exercise of much care, 
and scrupulous cleanliness, the Bolginn 
peasant kept on successfully raising 
hiB yearly chicken crop, and it really 
seemed as though he might go on doing 
the same thing indefinitely. At length 
it began to be noticed that something 
was going wrong. There was, first of 
all, a marked lack of vigor and health. 
Then, from different districts, disease 
was reported; and in spite of all pre­ 
cautions and remedies that could be 
suggested, it spread to such an extent 
that before long practically the whole 
country was infected, and poultry yard 
after poultry yard was wiped out. For 
a long time the true cause of the trou­ 
ble was not realized, and people gave 
all sorts of reasons for their losses—as 
that the stock had been too much con­ 
fined—had been too much inbred—that 
the land had become poisoned, and so 
on. 


At length the truth came to light, and 
ic proved to be just this: that the soil 
by long use was utterly exhausted as to 
the supply of a food material which in 
its way is fully as needful for the com­ 
pletion of the perfect food ration as

I t is today a gullied, eroded 
desert ovor the greater portion of it, 
because the people made houses out of 
the trees of the mountain forests, and 
allowed forest fires to sweep off 
what 
they already had not destroyed. 
Pales 
tine is only one instance. 
One of 
the 
principal reasons why what we call the 
early civilization wns roaming and no­ 
madic, was bocnugo tho people destroy­ 
ed the lnnds they occupied, and wore 
forced on. 


Southern California is a too beauti­ 
ful and 
too rich 
and 
prosperous 
nnd 
pleasant a place to ruthlessly 
destroy. 
We can live hero tho remainder of our 
lives, no doubt, nnd continue to mnke 
a living. B u t tho heritage to our chil­ 
dren will indeed bo n doubtful gift if 
we do not control tho 
flood-waters of 
this coastal plain before the rivers and 
washes havo made a network of stria­ 
tums, t a k i n g away the fertilo lands for­ 
ever, and depositing those lands in the 
harbors. 


Wo must get up into our 
mountains 
and conserve our timber and our water. 
We must m a k e a beginning along the 
lines of permanence of civilization. 
T h a t ' s what this conservation 
program 
means that 
will be voted 
on in this 
county on Tuesday, February "0. 
You 
cannot vote agninst it if you believe in 
leaving some of the couutry for 
future 
generations.

"The careful housekeeper will always 
resent the suggestion that once a day 
Is often enough to wash dishes," writes 
Dr. II. Barnard in "Table Talk" in the 
National Food Magazine. 
"She cannot 
train herself to allow soiled plates and 
silverware to stuck up from One meal 
to the n e x t for she has been taught 
that such actions are evidence of shift- 
leso, slovenly housekeeping. 
A* a mat­ 
ter of fact, along with m a n y other no­ 
tions which are fixed In the operation 
of the home, both time.and energy are 
saved by cutting out t w o of the three 
dally dishwashing Jobs." 


Dr. Barnard goes on to recite the ex­ 
perience of one housekeeper who acta* 
ally dared study the homely work of 
dishwashing. 
One week" she 
washed 
dishes three times a day; the n e x t week 
she 
wushed 
each 
day's 
dishes 
alto­ 
gether. 
She used the s a m e number of 
dishes each day in both weeks. 
She 
found that It took her fifty-one minutes 
a day to wush dishes after each meal 
and forty-one minutes a day to wash 
them once u day. 


This took account only of time, but 
there 
was a considerable 
additional 
saving in gas or fuel 
consumed 
by 
beating water once instead of thrice a 
day, to say nothing of the saving in 
soap.

food at once and gives an equality of 
savor. 
Sticky salt is an Intrusive nui­ 
sance. 


Failures in salting are largely due to 
changing from one m a k e of salt to an­ 
other. 
Get' the best grade, grow, 'ac­ 
customed to its use and stick to i t -

The plan has been found so expen-! evening under the auspices of the Co- 
sivo in small high schools that, 
w i t l l ] vina grammar school literary society, 
one exception, all of the high schools of 
five hundred or under in the county that 
have tried the plan have abandoned it, 
and this one will probably abandon it 
because, though it is a smaller school 
than the Covina high school, it costs 
nearly twice as much to run it. The 
lowest estimate given by any school 
for the increase in expense is 30 per 
cent. 


The reason for the extra expense is 
that two sots of teachers are required 
for tho mid-year promotion plan, one 
set for the pupils who enter in Septem­ 
ber and another set for those who en­ 
ter at tho middle of tho yoar. 
This is 
necessary because it is impossible for 
students who enter at tho middle of the 
year to go into tho regular classes with 
those who entered in Septombor. There 
nro a fow classes that they could enter 
•at any time, as will be mentioned later. 


It must bo remembored that when the 
plan is once starred, it will continue 
on 
through 
tfie /our years of high 
school, for pupils who begin subjects in 
tho middle of tho year will finish them 
tho mlddlo of tho next year, when they 
will have to bo provided for again with 
new classos, and so on through their 
entire course 


The midyear promotion 
plan is a 
most oxcollent plan to use whore tho 
school is largo and whero the classes 
have enough pupils in them to justify 
employing other teachers, but an in­ 
crease In the number of teachers would 
make necessary moro rooms, and Covina 
high school has no extra rooms for ex­ 
tra teachers, tho building being taxed 
• 0 tho limit now. 


At tho joint mooting of the two boards 
roforred to abnvo, all the difTorent pos­ 
sibilities in regard to taking caro of 
tho students who graduate from the 
grammar 
school 
this 
mid-year 
were 
carefully 
considered. 
It was decided 
that the only feasible plan, under the 
circumstances, would be to let them 
take some of tho special subjects, such 
as sowing, manual training, 
drawing, 
•typewriting and bookkeeping, 
whi'.ch 
they can take at tho middle of the year 
because tho work is largely individual 
•work. 
In some of tho other subjects, 
special work will bo provided and one 
•extra toucher has boon employed so the 
t-xtra work can bo handled. But those 
pupils will ontor tho regular subjects, 
usually known as solids, next Septom­ 
bor when tho classos in theso subjects 
nro regularly organized. In this way 
they will fit into the regular organiza­ 
tion of the school without having to 
have classos organized for them at the 
middle of each yoar, and without hav­ 
ing extra teachers employed to take 
•charge of these classes.

THE WORLD 


By Alfred O. B. Fletcher. 


C H A P T E E X I I . 


A M I S T A K E T H A T PAID. 


We arrived there late in the evening 


and had a good meal at the station res­ 


taurant. The meal cost us only one-half 


the rate listed on the menu'card. This 
pleasing reduction had happened 
sev­ 


eral times before during our travels in 
India, but we did not know the reason 
until the waiter in the Delhi restaurant 
asked us what regiment we belonged 'to. 


We had been taken for British soldiers: 
and in certain cities " T o m m y " gets a 
discount of fifty per cent. India is no 
place for a woolen suit. White linen or 
duck are the clothes usually, worn by 
foreigners, and Richardson and I had 
neither 
the 
time 
nor 
the 
money 
to 
have white suits laundered. 
We solved 


the 
problem by wearing khaki, with 
white suits for special- occasions. With 


our khaki suits and brown pith helmets 
we i looked like British soldiers—hence 


the rebate on prices. 
' 


In 
the Delhi 
restaurant 
we got a 
thirty-cent meal for fifteen cents. This 
, wasn't a bad beginning, we 
thought, 
for 
a city in' which, ten dollars a. day 
was 
the minimum expense' for living. 
.We went out of the station into the 
darkness of a large park nearby. 


" C a n 
you speak English 1" said Kich- 
ardson to the first passer-by. There was 
no response. 


" D o 
you 
understand 
E n g l i s h ? " I 
shouted* to a group of natives. 
They 
- looked at me as though I were crazy. 
A lone ^ian strutted towards us. He 
looked as though he might know some­ 
thing. 


" W h e r e can we find a good, cheap 
hotel t " Richardson asked him. 


" T h e 
Coronation H o t e l , " the 
man 
replied in good English. 


' ' W h a t kind of a place is i t l " I in­ 
terrupted. 


" A 
good place. Just built for the 
Durbar.'' 
" L e a d us to i t , " said Richardson. 
The 
native accompanied us to the 
hotel, which was but a Bhort distance 


v 
' away in the business section of Delhi. 
I t vas- conducted by a Mohammedan 
|-%, • 
and consisted of about twenty rooms 
oni 
:the roof of .a large brick building. 
" " $ ' / ; $ « > ' 
w e r e given , a 'compartment which 
'we-had to share with two Moslems, fur* 
niahing our own bed-clothes, as is the 
custom in India. 
The common wash­ 
basin was at the other end of the roof. 
The rates were one rupee (thirty-three 
" centa) a day each! 
The expensiveness 
of Delhi, we decided, was a myth. 


Tlje city was busy making prepara­ 
tions for the Durbar. Public buildings 
were being painted, flags hung out, 
\ grand-stands erected, and streets paved. 
The 
Durbar grounds, about five miles 
from 
the 
city, covered hundreds of 
acres, and thousands of tents had been 
pitched there to house the various ma- 
harajahs, rajahs, and their retinues of 
attendants. 
Richardson and I proceed­ 
ed to explore the grounds. We visited 
the 
large 
amphitheater, where King 
George was to be crowned emperor of 
India. 
I t "was a large 
semi-circular 
wooden building, with a throne in the 
center. 
The circle was completed by a 
mound of earth on which seats were 
placed. 
The structure 
seated 
about 
twenty thousand, people, and the earth­ 
en mound 
would accommodate 
about 
eighty thousand more. 
Preparations 
were being made on a large scale. 
A 
special Durbar postoffico of brick had 
been erected, and also a new and im­ 
posing station called " K i n g s w a y . " 
I t 
was here we met the youthful Mahara­ 
jah of Cooch Behar, with his attractive 
little wife. They were wandering about 
the newly-constructed station as natur­ 
ally as though they wore ordinary per­ 
sons. 


" Y o u ' r e afraid to break in on them," 
1 said to Richardson, mischievously. 


" I 
beg your pardon, but would you 
kindly direct us to the 
amphitheater 
where King George is to be crowned?" 
said 
Richardson, 
addressing 
his 
re­ 
marks to the maharajah. 


Ho answered at once. Our intrusion 
was 
so easy that it was a joke. 
The 
maharajah was not a snob, and in a 
clear voice and good English, for he 
was a Cambridgo man, told us how to 
see the grounds. He was a tall, rather 
• slight young fellow, with a dark com­ 
plexion, and was dreBsed in a black 
European suit. 
His wifo had on an 
ordinary dark dress, and over her hat 
Bhe wore a heavy veil. They both look­ 
ed and acted like ordinary human be­ 
ings. 


Later Richardson and I were asleep 
in a third-class compartment of a train 
with four British soldiers. We were on 
our way to Lahore, nearly four hun­ 
dred miles north of Delhi. 
Our train 
had been at a standstill for a few min­ 
utes, and when it started I was awak­ 
ened. 
1 heunl Hoineoncy»ny " L a h o r e . " 


" R i c h , this is Lahore. Get u p ! " 
I 
shouted, and gave him a punch in the 
ribs. 
The train was slowly pulling out 
of the station. 


"Get 
out and catch our baggage as I 
throw it to you,'' I said. 


A H U R R I E D E X I T . 


We awakened the soldiers, and Rich­ 
ardson jumped off the car. 
I scrambled 
about the compartment to collect our 
belongings. 
The train was increasing 
its 
speed. 
I threw out one suit-case. 
Richardson didn't catch it. 
I 
threw 
out the other and Richardson missed it. 
Next I hurled the two hand-bags out. 
I never moved so fast in my life. 
The 
soldiers helped me to throw. 
Like a 
whirlwind we tossed 
trousers, 
shoes, 
cqhts, shirts, hair-brushes, tooth-brush­ 
es, socks , and toilet articles out through 
the compartment door. 
The train was 
now going about twenty miles an hour. 
I made a jump, and landed on my face. 
There I lay, in my underclothes and 
bare feet. 
The passengers, looking out 
of the car windows, thought we were 
drunk. 
The train swept by and left us. 


What a scene greeted us when we 
pulled ourselves together! 
Richardson 
and I stood there in our 
underwear, 
iwith all our personal belongings scat­ 
tered for a hundred yards along the 
cement platform of the station. 
A hun­ 
dred or more natives looked on in pro­ 
found silence. I surveyed the scene and 
began to laugh. 
Dozens of things, from 
shoes, coats, and hats, to toilet articles, 
were littered all over the place, and 
we two foreigners stood there in our 
undergarments. 
I t was a rare situation 
to be in at seven o'clock in the morn­ 
ing. 
We sat down on the cement plat­ 
form, and laughed till we were' tired. 


Finally we gathered ourstlves togeth­ 
er and dressed. The station-master came 
out to give us assistance. 


' ' Why doesn't someone announce the 
stations on these trains f " I inquired. 
" T h i s is a fine way to land in Lahore." 
v " T h i s i s n ' t , L a h o r e ! " said the sta­ 
tion-master. 
' 


" W h a t ! " cried Richardson and I to­ 
gether. 


" N o : 
Lahore is five miles farther." 


" W h a t is the name of this place, 
t h e n ? " 


" L a h o r e Cantonment." 
All our scramble had been for noth­ 
ing. 
W e had landed in the quarters of 
the British soldiers, and there was no 
passenger train until evening. 
That 
was too long to wait, so we rode into 
Lahore proper on a freight train which 
went by an hour later. 
'Lahore,' after all, WEB not worth all 
the trouble it~ took to get there. I have 
a hazy recollection of thousands of na­ 
tive shops, many temples, and a large 
museum. I remember, rather distinctly, 
a cannon in front of this museum. 
I t 
was called " K i m ' s G u n , " as it was on 
this weapon that Kim was supposed to 
have been sitting when the Liama came 
along, as recorded by Kipling. 


I do remember one thing in Lahore, 
however. 
We met a shabbily-dressed 
American, who related to us a sad tale 
about being discharged from a theatri­ 
cal company and how badly he had been 
treated. He said that he was " b r o k e , " 
and his appearance certainly indicated 
that he spoke the truth. 
The fellow 
being a countryman of ours, his speech 
moved us to the extent of ten rupees. 
Just one hour later our 
down-and-out 
American friend was reeling about the 
station so intoxicated that he didn't 
recognize me when I spoke to him. 
He 
had got drunk at our expense. 


We 
didn't 
know one soul among 
Bombay's million inhabitants when wo 
arrived in that city. There were about 
twenty Americans living in the city, 
and I think wo met them all before we 
had been there a week. We lived at the 
Y.M.C.A., and our board and room, for 
both of us, cost just five rupees a day. 
We 
met the acting American consul, 
and through him the American dentist, 
the Standard Oil crowd, and a number 
of other young business men. They all 
entertained 
us royally. 
We went 
to 
their homes for dinner, had the privi­ 
leges of their clubs, and attended 
a 
number of social functions at their in­ 
vitation. 


Next wo went to Poona, whence we 
drove in a tonga to the Karli Ncave. 
This is hewn out of a solid rock, and is 
said to have been excavated two hun­ 
dred years boforo Christ. I t resembles 
an early Christian 
church in its ar­ 
rangements, and all the dimensions are 
similar to those of the choir of Norwich 
cathedral. 


It was our plan to catch the mail train 
for Bombay, but on our return from the 
cave one of the shafts of the tonga 
broke, and the driver was unable to 
mend it. 
We had six miles to go to 
the station, and we had but little; time. 
We estimated what the tonga drive had 
been worth, paid the driver, and left 
him in the road. Wo ran the entire six 
miles through 
a heavy tropical rain. 
The 
heat was intense, and the atmos­ 
phere sultry and close. Drenched to the 
skin, we arrived at the station only to 
nee the rear end of the mail pulling out 
(,f the yards. Two hours "titer we took 
n slow train to Bombay. 


BUYING A CHAMt. 
Driving a bargain 
in 
India 
takes 
time, if nothing 
else. 
All merchants 
eharge what they think they can get. 
Richardson 
and 
I wanted 
two deck- 


chairs, and made up our minds that we 
were going to get them at a fair- price. 
One 
evening I dropped into a native 
shop to*look_over the stock. 


" H o w much is this steamer-chair?" 
I asked the storekeeper. 


" T w e l v e rupees." 
I started to walk out. 
" H o w 
much will you 
g i v e ? " 
the 
native called out. 


" T w o 
rupees," I said, emphatically. 


" N o , 
I 
will let you have it for 
eight.'' 


" T w o 
rupees are all I will give y o u , " 
I said, and continued to walk towards 
the door. 


" S i x rupees," returned the native. 
I took a few steps nearer tho door'. 
" F o u r rupees," he went on, reluct­ 
antly. 


This figure began to interest me, so 
I lingered to continue tho negotiations. 


" I will give you only two rupees," 
I said again. " T h a t chair isn't worth 
an anna more." 


"No,• 
four rupees or no sale." 


The old fellow had evidently reached 
his rock-bottom price. 


" I will meet you half way nnd give 
you three rupees,'' I said. 


" N o , 
four rupees." 


Finally I left the shop, telling tho 
merchant that I must consult a friend 
before making any purchase, and that 
I would come again in tho morning. 
I informed Richardson of the negotia­ 
tions, explained that I had worked tho 
native from 
twelve 
rupees 
down 
to 
four, and suggested that he should con­ 
tinue to beat down the price from that 
point. 


That same evening wo went to the 
shop, and I waited on the sidewalk 
vhile 
Richardson 
entorod 
to 
resume 
the battle with the poor shopkeeper. 


" I 
will give you three rupeos for 
that c h a i r , " he said to the native, point­ 
ing to tho piece of furnituro which was 
the subject of all the wrangle. 


" N o , 
I have a man coming in tho 
morning who is going to buy it for four 
rupees," returned 
the 
shopkoeper. 
I 
was the man, but I had made no prom­ 
ises. 


Richardson 
struck 
a 
dead-lock 
at 
once, and as he came out of the shop I 
went in. 
I t seemed a heartless thing 
to brow-beat the poor native, but we 
were out for a record. 


" W e l l , I have decided that I can't 
pay any more than three rupees for the 
c h a i r , " I said. 
" A l l 
right; 
no sale then." 
I walked out of the shop, joined Rich­ 
ardson on the sidewalk, and started up 
tho street. We hadn't gone half a block 
when the native came running after us. 


" T h r e e 
rupees 
eight 
annas," 
ho 
shouted., 


"AH 
right," 
I said. " I , h a v e somo 
heart l e f t , " I added to Richardson. 
" W o 
have beaten the.poor chap down 
far 
enough." 


We returned, and bought two chairs. 
Three rupees eight annas seems a big 
reduction from twelve rupees, but even 
this figure proved to bo exorbitant, for 
both chairs collapsed before they over 
saw the deck of a ship. 


The first-class faTe on tho large liners 
from Bombay to tho Suez canal was 
two hundred and twenty dollars. 
The 
cheapest passage that Richardson and 
I were offered was a hundred and eigh­ 
ty-five dollars. 
We had tho money to 
pay 
this price, but considered that it 
would make a large apd 
unnecessary 
hole in our stock. W e agreed not to 
pay a cent more than twenty dollars 
each, even if it meant spending the rest 
of our liveB in Bombay, nnd we sol­ 
emnly shook hands on this arrangoment. 
D I S A P P O I N T M E N T . 
Bombay is a large shipping port, and 
at first sight appeared to be an excel­ 
lent jumping-off place for two semi- 
stranded roamers. We mado a thorough 
canvass of the water-front in soarch of 
a job that would help pay our passage. 
Richardson would " s t r i k e " tho skip­ 
per of one ship, while I tried my luck 
with another, or we would bonrd 
tho 
same boat together, one of ous inter­ 
viewing tho captain while the 
other 
placed tho case before tho steward. 


Wo haunted the Seamen's Institute, 
tho 
skippers' 
clubs, waterfront 
sa­ 
loons, sailors' rest-houses, and the docks 
in general. I t was'uphill work, for we 
received little encouragement and, very 
often, 
short 
and 
rough 
treatment 
at 
tho hands of the hardened old seamen. 
We didn't give up our search until we 
had visited all the vessels in the har­ 
bor, which took up tho greater part of 
threo days. We found absolutely noth­ 
ing. 
I t was impossible for us to com­ 
pete with tho Oriental, South African, 
and Hindu labor on these ships, not to 
mention the i>ractical impossibility of 
living on their diet and in their unsani­ 
tary quarters. Finally, very reluctant­ 
ly, we gave up all hope of getting away 
as workers, and decided to do the next 
best thing. 
Wo began our campaign 
over again and visited all the freight­ 
ers, asking tho captains how much they 
wanted to take us to the canal. 
Many 
of them were insulted at such a pro­ 
posal, others regretfully said that their 
owners had rigid rules against taking 
anyone, and yet others wanted 
more 
than our twenty-dollar limit. 


Our luck had been pretty bud, and 
we felt that a change must be near at 
hand. 
We boarded the steamer Levnn- 
•/.(> (an 'ancient Italian cargo-boat, ami 
marched 
straight 
up 
to 
the 
bridge, 
where the old 
skipper 
was 
standing, 
smoking a pipe with an odor 
strong 
enough to kill a hog.

I t was then two hours be­ 
fore our ship was to leave, and Rich­ 
ardson returned to town to bid fare­ 
well to the friends who had entertained 
us. I took all tho luggage and went to 
the boat.

one o'clock, the hour that 
the 
Levanzo waH to get under way, Richard­ 
son had not returned, The British quar­ 
antine doctor issued an order for the 
crew to come off the ship and line up 
so as to file on one at a time. He beck­ 
oned to me, and I came down the gang­ 
way and fell in at. the rear. 


" W h e r e is your friendf" the doctor 
asked, abruptly, addressing me. 


" H e is riot here," I replied, with an 
attempted evasion of the question, not 
wishing to divulge the fact that 
my 
part nor had broken quarantine.

Plana to 8ecure It Have Been Tried 
For Three Centuries. 


Admirable and farslghted plans for 
securing a peaceful International order 
have been before the world for 300 
years. M. Emerlc Cruce" submitted his 
plan, which included liberty of com­ 
merce throughout all the world, as 
early as JG23: Following the peace of 
Utrecht, the Abbe de St. Pierre devel­ 
oped his plan, which included media­ 
tion, arbitration and an Interesting ad­ 
dition to the effect that any sovereign 
who took up arms before the union of 
nations bad declared war or who re- 
fused to execute a regulation of the 
union or a Judgment of the senate was 
to be declared an enemy of European 
society. Tbe union was then to make 
war upon him until he should be dis­ 
armed or until the regulation or judg­ 
ment should be executed. 


Some twenty years earlier William 
Penn bad produced his* quaint and real­ 
ly extraordinary plan for the peace of 
Europe, in which be, tod, proposed to 
proceed by military power against any 
sovereign who refused to submit bis 
claims to a proposed diet, or parlia­ 
ment, of Europe or who refused to 
abide by and to perform any Judgment 
of such a body. 


All these plans, like those of Rous­ 
seau, Bentbam and Kant, which came 
later, as well as William Ladd's elab­ 
orate and carefully considered essay 
on a congress of nations, published in 
1840, were brought Into the world too 
soon. 
They were tho fine and noble 
dreams of seers which it is taking civ­ 
ilized men three centuries and more to 
begin effectively to realize.—New York 
Times.

How Ha Won a Lease of Life For Some 
of Villa's Victims. 


During ono of his earlier campaigns 
Francisco 
Villa 
hod nn 
American 
movie photographer, Burrud by name, 
attached to hla staff, who spent a 
good deal of his tlmo taking pictures 
of the excessively vain "gdheral" him­ 
self. Sometimes, however, Burrud was 
called upon to undertake more stren­ 
uous operations. Tho following story, 
for instance, is told In Francis A. Col­ 
lins' "The Camera Man:"

"Burrud was called outdoors unex­ 
pectedly at sunrise one morning and 
directed to report, with his camera, at 
once to headquarters.

Villa's tent be was told that the gen­ 
eral bad decided to have some twenty 
prisoners shot and wanted a. moving 
picture taken of the execution. Tbe 
prisoners, most of them political mere­ 
ly, were to be butchered to make a 
moving picture scene.

"Burrud feigned to examine hja cam 
era 'closely and then explained to, the 
general that bis films were ba$ c&nd 
that' It would be impossible to rake the 
picture until a new supply bad arrived. 
Villa was disgusted to miss t h e a t e r - 
talumeut, but the camera man Insisted 
that there was no use In making.the 
exposure, und the picture nnil the ex­ 
ecution were put off several days.. 


"By the time the next supply of Qlms 
arrived the general had fortunately 
changed hla mind nnd the men were 
saved."
